Continuation of Substance of Interview including description. of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner and the applicants 1 representatives discussed the 101 
non-statutory rejection to independent claims 1, 8, and 21 presented in the office action dated February 22, 2007. In 
the interview, the Examiner admitted that independent claim 21 was "accidentally" included in the 101 rejection. 
However, the 101 rejection was correctly applied to independent claims 1 and"8 because these claims contain software 
of programming code consisting of an adapter and an application programming interface (API). 

In an attempt to overcome the cited 101 rejection presented in the office action dated February 22, 2007, the 
applicants 1 representatives proposed amending independent claim 1 by introducing hardware into the claim as a 
means to have the software (API and adapter) executed by "hardware." The proposed claim change to independent 
claim 1 includes "a computer system comprising: a storage device comprising an application programming interface 
(API) and an adapter; and a procesor configured to execute the API and the adapter." Also, the applicants' 
representative proposed cancelling independent claim 8. 

The Examiner accepted the proposed claim amendments and agreed that the proposed amended changes to 
independent claim 1 and the cancelling of independent claim 8 would result in an allowance of the instant application 
(10/823321). Therefore, the Examiner has agreed to allow pending claims 1-6 and 21-26 and cancel claim 8 via 
Examiner's amendment.
